URGED BY POPE 


Points At Which Recovery Program 
Parallels Encyclical Cited By Fr. 
M’Gowan At Conference of 
Jews and Christians. 


New York.—The points at which 
the national recovery program par- 
allels certain principles of Pope 
Pius XI’s Encyclical Quadragesimo 
Anno and the steps that remain to 
be taken to bring about a new 
economic and juridical order that 
will be based upon social justice 
were outlined by the Rev. R. A. Mc- 
Gowan, Assistant Director of the 
Department of Social Action, Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
at the third annual seminar of the 
National Conference of Jews and 
Christians, held here recently. 

Father McGowan discussed the 
declarations of the Encyclical and 
the activities of the NRA with re- 
gard to the economic regime; the 
true purpose of economic life; 
rights in economic life; class or- 
ganizations, and legislation. 


Compares Encyclical, NRA 


Comparing the Encyclical and the 
NRA, with regard to a new econ- 
omic and juridical order, Father 
McGowan said with regard to the 
Encyclical: 


“All the people in a certain line 
of work (e. g.. all in construction 
industry) form a society as natural 
as a city. They guide the activity 
of all in each such society and in 
all the like occupational groups to 
the common good of the larger so- 
ciety. Being societies, they should 
organize as separate units. Pre- 
sumably, also, these separate occu- 
pational organizations should close- 
ly federate. In class-divided indus- 
tries, class interests are cared for 
by separate class organizations 
(labor unions and employers’ or- 
ganizations) within the wider Oc- 
cupational Organizations. These are 
formed freely and are presumably 
the constituents of the Occupation- 
al Organizations in class-divided in- 
dustries. (For example in construe- 
tion, the Occupational Organization 
would be composed of the organized 
construction employers and organ- 
ized construction labor, including 
salaried workers, and in farming, 
for the most part, of the crop coop- 
eratives.)

Building Character 


HE Reverend Doctor Charles 

Trexler, of the Madison Ave- 
nue Lutheran Church, New York 
City, recently pointed out the fail- 
ure of the public schools to build 
character, and their responsibility, 
therefore, for the weak wills of the 
youths who are trained in them. 
Mr. Trexler said in part: 

“To my mind no education can 
be definitely described by any 
meaning unless it is also religious 
education. In this country we pride 
ourselves in the fact that Church 
and State are separate. I hope it 
remains so. However, it is my firm 
conviction that education in our 
modern day is losing a gréat deal 
because the element of discipline 
has been weakened. We believe our 
children shall do what they want. 
They shall give expression to their 
impulses. They shall not do a thing 
if they do not want to. 


“That is the great fault of mod- 
ern education—it is making weak- 
lings. History shows us that men 
have become great leaders because 
of obstacles they had to overcome. 
Our modern theory that drudgery 
shall be turned into play is having 
a marked effect on our children. 


“One thing we could do in educa- 
tion. We could discipline people in 


what they ought to do and at what.

mental law of nature. Usually this 
brings about very serious results, 
mentally, morally and physically.”

The Young Are Not 
Attracted to Any 
Other Church 


HE President of one of the 
large universities in the east 
recently told a Catholic pastor, with 
whom many students were wont to 
confer on their religious and spirit- 
ual difficulties, that he should try 
to convert these students to the 
Catholic faith, because otherwise 
they would have no religion at all, 


Even a superficial analysis of 
this statement must disclose its 
absolute truth. The students in our 
secular colleges and universities 
are, for the most part, young men 
and women whose folks at home 
are counted among the 70,000,000 
Americans who are unaffiliated 
with any of the religious organiza- 
tions in the United States. They 
had no early training in religion 
and, therefore, their views relating 
to doctrine, to religious and even 
moral practices, have not been 
gathered from clergymen nor from 
religious periodicals, but rather 
from leaders whose whole educa- 
tional background had been secular. 
The ones whose views they respect 
most are the scientist, the college 
professor, the so-called columnist 
of the secular newspaper, the mod- 
ern historian, the scoffist editor, 


Even Ministers Disagree 


A few weeks ago we published 
the result of a survey made at 
leading secular colleges of the Uni- 
ted States under thé auspices of a 
New York paper, which proved the 
contention we make herein. Most 
of the students have only that in- 
terest in religion which is natural 
to man; they have no interest in 
definite religious teaching, because 
they are unacquainted with any au- 
thority competent to make a pro- 
nouncement; they do not attend 
church, because the preachers 
themselves do not agree; they do 
not look for spiritual consolation 
from the churches, both because 
these have little to offer and be- 
cause they themselves are uncertain 
whether man is partly constituted 
of spirit. 

The Catholic Church could well 
satisfy all their demands, answer 
all their questions and authorita- 
tively, but they do not know that, 
From their early training they were 
rather led to believe that she had 
apostatized from the “faith once 
delivered to the saints,” and that 
she is still too medieval to guide 
the twentieth century student. 

Of course, there are often notable 
exceptions, and when these take the 
trouble to make an impartial in- 
vestigation of Catholic claims, they 
usually discover all that their 
minds and hearts look for. These 
thoughtful people are convinced 
that if the most scholarly men of 
this world are incompetent to lead 
us out of our economic and political 


difficulties, they would be even 
poorer guides in the realm of reli- 
gion, with which they frankly ad- 
mit they have little acquaintance. 
Proceeding logically the student 
should be prepared to believe that 
there must be dependable leader.

and portrayed the unbroken con- 
tinuity of the Catholic Church. 

Having done this, he moves to 
the right of the altar, or what is 
called the Epistle side, from the 
fact that the Epistle of the Mass 
is read there later on, and recites 
the “Introit”—the entering prayer. 
This is the prelude to the drama. 
In the old days this supplication 
Was stung on entrance into the 
Sanctuary and took the form of a 
grand processional march. Note 
how the priest prays now with 
arms outstretched. That posture is 
the immemorial one of orisons. It 
should be remarked here also that 
every Mass has a theme, i. e., an 
individual motif of joy, praise, sup- 
plication or, in the case of a 
Requiem Mass, of eternal rest for 
the departed soul, and the “Introit” 
strikes the key-note for all that is 
to follow. It is the opening chord. 

The priest then returns to the 
center of the altar and begs God 
to have mercy on us all. It is the 
Kyrie Eleison—‘“Lord have mercy 
on us, Lord have mercy on us.” 
This cry has been in hallowed use 
for 1500 years. Observe that it is 
in Greek; that is to remind us that 
| originally all Masses were said in 
that language. Nowadays, of 
course, with this exception and 
also the recurring “Amens” which 
are Hebrew, Latin is used. 

“Kyrie Eleison 

Christe Eleison”—nine times 
God’s mercy is called down from 
Heaven. 

Standing im the same position, the 
celebrant next sounds a note of joy 
in the “Gloria in Excelsis Deo.” 
This is another old Greek hymn 
translated into Latin, and when its 
opening words are intoned we are 
once agaim under the starlit dome 
of that first Christmas sky. The 
stable is there with the Babe, 
Mary, Joseph and the Travellers, 
while down at the foot of the hill, 
Bethlehem sleeps. Angel voices 
from Heaven lift the first “Gloria” 
to the skies. All is well with the 
world; for there in a manger lies 
He Who made it and has now come 
down to share it with us, and to 
conquer its sorrows for our sakes.

‘“Dominus vobiscum” he cries;

the citation of the Avenue of all 
blessings, i. e., “Through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen.” 

At the same position on the 
altar, the Epistle is then read. This 
is still part of the dialogue; and 
as we listen, we hear the potent 
rhetoric of St. Paul, the fearless, 
resounding perhaps from a Roman 
dungeon.

What has been the attitude of the 
Catholic Church toward the Jews 
throughout the history of the 
Church? Can you cite statements 
of Popes who in the past defended 
the Jews and showed that the 
Church was their friend? I wish. 
this information to defend our 
Church against a friend who says 
that the Church has always perse- 
cuted the Jews much the same as 
Germany is doing today. 

We have in our files a clipping 
from the Southern Cross, dated 
Dec, 7, 1927, which gives the fol- 
lowing information: 


Going back as far as the time of 
Pope Innocent III, in 1198, over 
700 years ago, we find that this 
Pontiff, writing to those who were 
persecuting the Jews, said: 


“They [the Jews] are the living 
witnesses of the Christian Faith. 
Christians should not exterminate 
or oppress them, because they have 
not lost the knowledge of the Law. 
As in their synagogue they should 
not go beyond what the law per- 
mits, we should not trouble them 
in the exercise of the privileges ac- 
corded to them. Though they choose 
to persist in the hardness of their 
hearts rather than to seek to un- 
derstand the oracles of the Pro- 
phets and the secrets of the Law, 
and come to a knowledge of Christ, 
they have on that account no less 
right to Our protection. Hence as 
they claim Our assistance, We com- 
ply with their demand and take |

See the 
utmost respect and solemnity that 
has preceded and accompanies the 
reading of the Gospel. Is it true 
then that the Bible is neglected by 
the Catholic Church? To an un- 
biased observer, this daily per- 
formance in Mass would nail that 
lie to the counter. The Church, 
indeed, gave the Bible to the world, 
succored it in times of intellectual! 
darkness, championed it when Ra- 
tionalists would have cast it aside, 
and today stands with it pressed 
close to her bosom while the em- 
broglio between the Modernists 
and Fundamentalists would tear it 
away. The Gospels are hers. “Ca- 


veat mundus!”

tection, in compliance with the gen- 
tle spirit of Christian piety, fol- 
lowing the footsteps of Our prede- 
cessors of happy memory, of Calix- 
tus, of Eugene, of Alexander, of 
Clement and of Celestin. . . .” 

The Jews themselves also have 
borne witness to this protection af- 
forded them by the Roman Pontiffs. 
In 1807 the rabbis and delegates 
from different synagorues were in- 
vited by Napoleon to meet in Paris 
and establish a great sanhedrim. 
Whether or not this was the first 
act of toleration extended by a civil 
government, they took advantage 
of the opportunity afforded to pay 
solemn recognition to the only 
power that had protected them in 
previous centuries—the Papacy. In 
the Department of Public Worship 
are preserved the proceedings of 
the session held on February 5, 
1807, from which we quote: 

“It is in consequence of the sa- 
ered principles of morals that in 
different times the Roman Pontiffs 
have protected and received into 
their States the Jews—persecuted 
and expatriated from different 
parts of Europe.” 


Mention is then made of the 


kindness received at the hands of | 


Popes St. Gregory, Alexander II, 
Innocent II, Alexander ITl, Gregory 
IX, Clement V, Clement VI, and 
several other Popes, Bishops and 
heads of Religious Orders. In con- 
clusion they— 


“Resolved: That the expression 
of these sentiments shall be record- 
ed in the proceedings of this day, 
that it may ever remain an authen- 
tic testimony of the gratitude of 
the Israelites of the Assembly for 
the benefits which the‘\generations 
which have preceded have received 
from the ecclesiastics of the differ- 
ent countries of Europe.” 


I am engaged te a non-Catholic 
girl who is willing to be married by 
a Catholic priest if I will agree to 
a second ceremony to be witmessed 
by the minister of her church. May 
I comply with his wishes simply to 
please her? Since we shall already 
be married, before we appear be- 
fore the minister, the ceremony 
would be meaningless, and, there- 
fore, harmless. 


No, you may not agree to the 
second ceremony. The canon law 
of the Catholic Church (Canon 
1063) expressly forbids a Catholic 
to give or renew his matrimonial 
consent before a non-Catholic min- 
ister. Catholics doing so by this 
very fact incur excommunication, 


\for such action is an open profes- 


sion of heresy or schism. We are 
not permitted to sacrifice principle 
merely to please another person. 
Too, if the first marriage is consid- 
ered binding until death, why 


should a sensible person go through 


a second meaningless ceremony? In 
countries which insist upon their 
citizens going through the formal- 
ity of a civil marriage, a Catholic 
is bound to obey the law to insure 
his civil privileges. The civil mar- 
riage is then regarded merely as 
a legal formality and has no reli- 
gious significance.

Monday—St. Stanislaus. 
This very young saint, is held up 


ito our youth as an example. He 


was only seventeen years of age 
when he passed to his reward. Not 
long years, but perfect years, make 
saints. 

Stanislaus was of a noble Polish 
family. As a child he showed his 
pure soul, and it was said of him, 
“he is an angel now, and will be a 
saint by and by.” When at his fath- 
er’s table any evil talk took place, 
the boy would turn pale, and if the 
talk continued, he would faint 
away. 

At the age of 14 years, he went, 
with his older brother Paul, to the 
Jesuit College at Vienna. Pau! dis- 
liked Stanislaus because of his per- 


fect virtue, and treated Stanislaus | 


so cruelly that our saint became 


Lutheran home, and Stanislaus was 
afraid he would not be allowed to 
receive the Last Sacraments. He 
called upon one of his favorite 
saints, St. Barbara, and devoutly 


appealed to her aid. St. Barbara’ 
appeared with two angels who gave 
the Sacred Host to Stanislaus. He 
was cured of this illness, and, in| 
answer to his prayers to the Bles-/ 
sed Virgin Mary, his course was| 
directed to the novitiate of the 
Jesuit Fathers. He had to leave 
Vienna in order to carry out this 
vocation. His father was opposed 
to it. 

After ten short months of sacri- 
fice, mortification and obedience to 
rule, he died, as he had prayed to 
die, on the beautiful feast of the | 
Assumption of his Blessed Mother 
Mary. This was in the year 1568.

“The evil that men do lives after 
them.” Edward Hu Sothern, 
Shakesperean actor famous here 
and abroad, died at the age of 73, 
leaving a request that his body be 
cremated. Ilis wishes were carried 
out by his wife, Julia Marlowe, 
equally famed as an actress. Oth- 
ers, attracted by the power of a 
namc, will give similar directions 
to be carried ont “when they are 
gone.” 


Cremation, an anti-Christian 
dating from ancient times, 
forbidden by the Church, except 
abnormal circumstances, as 
during an epidemic. It is common 
among Asiatic races. Its modern 
revival in Europe and America can 
be traced to the activity of Free- 
mason societies, spreading from 
Naples in 1869 to Switzerland, 
, and England, and making 
it a part of their creed. Defiance 
of the Church was one of its prin- 
cipal motives. 

Jews oppose cremation because 
of the scriptural text: “Dust thou 
art and into dust thou shalt return.” 
Catholics add other reasons of ir- 
reverence and irreligion. 

Man’s body, as well as his soul, 
is created to “the image and like- 
ness of God.” The Son of God 
took a human body as the instru- 
ment of our Redemption. By Bap- 
tism, man becomes an integral part 
of the “mystical body of Christ,” 
namely the Church. By Baptism 
and Confirmation, he becomes a 
living temple of the Holy Ghost 
through grace. By the Eucharist 
he is intimately united with the 
‘body and blood of Christ. 

Reverence is likewise due to 
man’s body after death, because of 
the resurrection. For these, and 
other reasons, the Church “conse- 
crates” und in a cemetery, and 
reverently buries her dead in their 
last resting place until the angel 
Gabriel calls them to attend “the 
Last Roundup.” : 


On the othcr hand, cremation, 
based on the idea that death is the 
end of everything, including the 
soul, implicitly denies God, the 
resurrection, and immortality, and 
everything else mentioned above. 


The objcction that cemeteries 
spread disease has been completely 
disproved by the scientific experi- 
ments of Charnock, Delacroix and 
Dalton, lasting many months, who 

roved that the sewer water taken 
rom the drainage pives of Paris 
and filtered through the ground 
came out pure, clear cnd drinkable. 


The Chereh’s condemnation of 
cremation is purcly disciplinary. 
No Catholie dogma is involved. 


On Wednesday, the last necessary 
states expressed themselves unmis- 
takably on repeal of the “un-Amer- 
ican amendment.” Many outside 
the Church cre inclined to think 
that Catholics, as Catholics, oppos- 
ed prohibition. Father LeBuffe, S. 
J.. connected with “America,” 
Catholic weekly, points out that 
such is not the case. Catholics op- 
posed. prohibition not as Catholics 
but as Americans. Likewise Cath- 
olics are not opposed to birth-con- 
trol, divorce, companionate mar- 
riage, free love, and nudism, pre- 
cisely as Catholics, but because all 
of these practices are contrary to 
natural morality and are violations 
of the NATURAL LAW govern- 
ing ALL.
